His frustrations led him to seek help through 
his minister, who recommended that he go to the New York 
Foundation of Religion and Psychiatry for treatment. He 
received therapy at the foundation for two or three years 
ending in 1960. His condition was blamed on the damage caused 
by his early childhood. Since then Demmerle has received 
the equivalent of a high school diploma and has even attended 
Community College for a short period^ of time* in Brooklyn. 

In December, 1948, Demmerle was absent without 
leave, from the U.S. Air Force and was arrested by Bureau Agents 
in ^Brooklyn fn^ August, 1949.

3^ evolutionary activities in Latin 'and South America. A position 
c:£ total anti-imperialism was established by the RC with the 
Cj-cibans. The RC also engaged in target practice near Bear 
j^ountain. New York, on 7/15/67, and approximately 1,000 rounds 
■^^Te fired. 

We have no source other than Demmerle to furnish 
j_^formation on the RC at this time. It is potentially volatile 
and warrants close scrutiny. Demmerle 's past shows signs 
jyf instability, but it is felt that there are mitigating 
^jircumstances which tend to aaieviate these conditions. His 
pjsychiatric treatment ended at least seven years ago, apparently 
y^i-fch complete recovery. He is now married, gainfully employed 
axxd father of a teenage boy. He has impressed New York with 
liiS sincerity and dedication to fight the enemies of demo- 
cracy* His brief association with right-wing organizations 
reflects this desire, and at the same time his subsequent 
rejection of them attests to his recognition of their radicalism 
Tjfevf York states that if Demmerle is approved as a- potential 
security informant, he will be given close supervision to 
prevent any possible embarrassment ensuing to the Bureau.

He stated he had a dishonorable discharge from 
military service and he further stated th&t while gathering 
subversive information, he thought he could be of assistance 
to the FBI. 

The subject was subsequently contacted by SA 
JOHN V/. ROBINSON and on the evening of 9/13/66, he came 
to the NYO where he was observed and intervi ev;ed by SA

DEMMERLE stated that he h^s determined that this group is made up of 
some of the volunteer wrkers for JIAL LEVIN and will use the address of 
859 Franklin Avenue, Brooklyn, as its headquarters.

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At this gathering I I advised DEMMERLE that the b7c 

Hal Levin Campaign had been a focal point to lay the groundwork in the b7D 
Bedford Stuyvesant area and the Levin Campaign h ad served its purpose 
of tying in the Vietnam War with higher prices- I I had 

previously advised DEMMERLE that the PLP had backed Levin's Campaign 
but was dropping him and his campaign after the election • 

From the above information it can J)e seen that DEMMERLE has 
the initiative and ability to infiltrate a subversiye group. 

DEMERLE furnished the following concerning his background: 

He advised that .he was employed at the Environmental Equipment 
Company, 367 Linden Street, Brooklyn, N.Y. His Social Security Number 
is 107-22r9806. He advised that he has worked there for the past six 

years. 

On lX/7/66 DaftlERLE advised that he had been laid off from his 
^V^cr job due to seasonal work and he* had found employment at the 
George Hlrn Co., 413 Troutman 9t., Brooklyn, N.Y. 

On 11/17/66, DEMMERLE advised that he had quit his job with the 
Hirn Company as he was working a nine-hour day. 5h days a week, and it was 
taking too much of his time, therefore he had obtained new employment: at 
the Spartan Dye Co., 3908 Fourth, Ave. , Brooklyn, N.Y. . 

During^ tjie initial interview, DEMMERLE advised that his father 
deserted the family when he was 2^ years old and he was put into .a home 
and has never had any family life with his parents, brothers or sisters. 
He was placed in the Edwin Gould Foundation, Spring Valley, N.Y. , and 
was educated through, the 8th Grade at which time he ran away.

DS4MERLE advised he has a High School Equivalency Diploma and 
attended the Community College, 300 Pearl St., SrooWlyn, N.Y*, for a 
short period in 1953. 

DEMMERLE advised that as far as his best recollection was 
concerned, his former addresses and places of former employtaent are as

Brooklyn, New York

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Worked on a Danish tramp steamship "Carla Dam." He 
got off this ship in Panama and was signed on the 
American ship "The John Ireland. '^ 

On 3/8/48, he enlisted in the U. S. Air Force and received a 
dishonorable discharge in January, 1950, because he was court-martialed 
for being ATOL. After that he floated from job to job with no trade and 
tried to learn welding at petecto Scales. Company but was fired. 

In 1954 and 1956, he worked in Todd Shipyards iti BrooHlyn, 
N;Y., and Hoboken, N.J. , 

He lived for 8 years at 1066 Myrtle Ave., Brooklyn ^ N.Y, 
At the time of interview, he had been working for Environmental Equipment 
Co.^ 367 Linden St., Brooklyn, N.Y. , for the past six years. 

DEMMERLE stated that he underwent psychiatric therapy for three 
years at the N.Y. Foundation, of Religion and Psychiatry, Manhattan. He 
stated he no longer needs nor does he take therapy and has not taken any 
treatment for the last six years.. 

Indices of the NYO indicate case file 42-6918, Bufile /f2-47720. 
which is identical with PEMMERLE and shows that he went ATOL from 
Hamilton Air p>rce, Base, llarailton, California, on 12/15/48, and was 
arrested by FBI Agents in Brooklyn, 8/2/49. His Air Force Serial Nuirber 
X7as 12299491, his FBI Number is 223244A* 

Indices also indicate NY reference §6-12699-224, page 6, which 
indicates that the subject ^s name appeared ori the list of members of 
Minuteraen and was interviewed on 7/28/66, at which time he admitted 
xsembership in the John Birch Society and he was also active in Young 
Americans For Freedom. He denied any possessions of firearms and stated 
he had written to the Minytemen for literature. 

In rejgard to his going AWOL, DEMMERLE advised that he wanted 
to see his girl friend, now his wife, and was not willing to wait for his 
furlough. 

In regard to his psychiatric therapy, he stated that after 
running away from the Edwin Gould Foundation, vhere he was raised, he 
found out that the outside world was not what he expected and soon built 
up frustrations because he was riot trained for employment and as soon as 
he got some menial job, he was usually fired. Other jobs he wanted he 
was unable to obtain for lack of qualifications and he finally reached 
the point where he needed professional help. He went to his minister who
